Just whet that has to do with 
the matter is not very clear, seeing 
that there was no proposal to 
leave fast fyear’s jrates in effect.

@bout which no mortal can affo 
to be negligent it is the preserva- 
tion of his health. If he loses 
that, or has lost it and cannot re- 
gain it, he cannot get much satis- 
faction out of life, however favor- 
able his other circumstances may 
be. An evening spent in learning 
how to get well and keep well is a 
profitable investment, especially 
when the information is given 
gratia by those who have learned 
the seorets of the game through 
years of study and personal obeer- 
vation.
